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Fane, or firſt of July. The Garrifon were hardly well marcli'd ouc of the Town 


and Caſtle, but the Frexc/, like provident Warrizrs, began to lo»k abour 
ehem ; ſome to view the remainder of the Stores, the Amun tion and Proviſion, 
orhers r9 ſurvey the Breathes, Ruines, and Demoliſhments made by the Force 
of the Bombs and Thundering Cannons ; and here preſently Orcers were given, 
to repair, and pur into 2 Poſture of Detence, all the moit important places of 
the Town, that had been ruinated in the Siege ; and in ſuch an hurcty and com 
buſtion no one could provide for the Safety or Secu: ity even of the moit Sacred 
Things, fo you thould daily ſee the Souldiers ana Pioneers, as they were digging 
1p and removing the Rubbiſh here and there, ſome wou'd tois up 2a holy Re= 
lick or two, others the Image of a Sainc or fo, others ſome Fraginents of holy 
Veſtments, others ſome' icattered pieces of Plate and Money, till at laſt they 
would approach cven to tne Graves and Vaults of their holy and 6090 Seng: 
ſome of which had layu perhaps undiſcovered tor ASES ; here, as tiey Were * 
digging, they happened upon a Vault t!19$455 very CECP, Alt that went under a 
Monaſtery that belong'd to che Order of St, Benedict, and fome of them, either 
' our of curioſity, or coveruouſaeſs, would needs force a Paſage into the fame 
where, after a {mall ſeareh, and the gaia cf a few Pe/e-7ence, and fome other 
(mall triflins Trexfures, they light upon a large ſtone Chelt, not made in the
